PLEADING FOR PENSIONS. 


@r. Chipman Denounces the Remarks Made 
by Mr. Stone. 

‘Wasurnaton, April 4.—After reading the 
journal, the house proceeded to the considera- 
tion of various private pension bills coming 
ver from last Friday night’s session. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan,eriticised and de- 
pounced the speech made by the gentleman 
from Missouri. It was not the time to talk of 
the cost of pensions. The gentleman from 
‘Missouri (Mr. Stone) cried halt; but the time 
for a halt had not come, and would not come 
‘until reasonable provision was made for the 
needs of every soldier of the country. The 
country needed a service pension; it needed an 
increased pension for the deaf and dumb; it 
meeded a pension for widows, and it needed a 
law establishing a rule of testimony in 
pension cases, whereby the oath 
of the private soldier would receive 
as much credit as that of an officer. The pen- 
gion system must continue until the last soldier 
who served the country in war was dead and 
gathered to his fathers. [Applause.] 

Mr. Dolliver, of Iowa, made an eloquent a 
peal in favor of higher pensions, He 
‘was not in favor of waiting to pension the vet- 
erans of the Jate war until almost all of those 
who were to be benefited had paid the debt 
of nature and gone to their repose. They 

hould be pensioned now, and he would shut 
his eyes to the cost. 

Mr. Flower, of New York, raised his voice in 
favor of the union soldier, and of the pension 
rf. When, in 1861, the soldiers went to the 

attlefield, the government had promised to 
make their wives and children wards of the 
ation, and he wasin favor of fulfilling that 
proniise. 

STONE ON PENSION ABUSE.

of Missouri, declared that no people had been

Several hundred men were at the justice’s 
trial, whose evident purpose was to lynch 
the negro, but the sheriff guarded 
closely his prisoner at every’ turn, 
sitting by him and having him surrounded 
by deputies. The militia was drawn in line 
around the house in which the trial was going 
on, armed with needle guns. Judge Mayers 
made an order remanding the prisoner, with- 
out bail, to Rankin county jail, twenty miles 
from the scene of the A IE wm and trial, and 
— Harding safely landed him behind the 
ars.

THE CHECK IN DISPUTE. 

Soon after Nelson’s arrest, Cashier Haas 
visited him in jail, and . tried to arrange a set 
tlement for the bank. It had been known that 
Nelson obtained $6,500 from the Capital City 
bank, $4,000 from the Atlanta National and 
$600 from the Merchants’. He agreed to 
give Haas $5,500 and pay the $1,000 reward 
for his arrest for a release from the bank. Five 
thousand dollars was paid over in money, and 
a check on the Syracuse bank was given to 
the Molson bank of Canada for collection. 
Payment had been stopped in New York, and 
the negotiations for the settlement fell 
through. 

Haas then brought suit in New York to re- 
cover the $5,000 in the Syracuse bank, and a 
warrant of attachment was obtained. The 
case was prosecuted to a judgment, but the 
execution was returned unsatisfied. The 
suitisa judgment creditors’ action, all the 
parties in any way interested being brought in 
as defendants. 

The evidence was without particular interest. 
Testimony has all been taken, and the case 
was adjourned until next week, when argu- 
ments will be heard.

ATTEMPTS ON THE CZAR'’S LIFE. 


Why the Czar Postponed His Visit to Gats 
china. 

St. Petersspura, April 4.—The police at 
Gatschina have discovered explosives on the 
grounds of the imperial palace. The imperial 
family has, in consequence, renounced the 
idea of going there to finish Lent. The czar 
for two days has suffered from a relapse of in- 
tluenza, which has compelled him to postpone 
audiences. His condition is not serious. 

Among the students arrested are Prince 
Viazemsky, anda son of Vabokoff, a former 
minister of justice. 

The students jabandoned the meeting which 
they proposed to hold yesterday, the attend- 
ance being too small. A number of students 
who have been interviewed persisted in the 
declarations that the agitation arises solely on 
account of educational matters. In proof of 
this declaration, the students assembled at the 
university and technological institute and sang 
the anthens “God preserve the Czar.’’ The 
czar is‘greatly incensed because of the disturb- 
ances and signified his intention of closing all 
the high public educational establishments for 
the year. It is feared by Russian oflicials, 
however, that a year’s idleness will foster the 
growth of dissatisfaction among the students. 


The Trouble in Russia. 


Lonpon, April 4.—Advices received here 
today from St. Petersburg reaffirm the reports 
of a serious condition of affairs in Russia. 
They declare that the czar is suffering from 
nervous fever. The scheme for the Russiani- 
fication of Finland is received with extreme 
disfavor in the country and trouble is eertain 
to follow. The advices further say all univer- 
sities in Russia have been closed by the gov- 
ernment. Students at St. Petersburg univer- 
sity made an attack on Lieutenant General 
Gresser, chief of St. Petersburg police, who 
went to the university to quell disturbances, 
and treated him in a very rough manner. He 
was thrown to the floor, and while lying pros- 
trate was kicked a number of times by his as- 
sailants. 


They Whipped the Tyrant. 

St. PeETERsBuRG, April 4.—The peasants at 
Riazan,incensed at the continued flogging and 
outrages perpetrated by District Chief Mordvi- 
noff, retaliated by thrashing Mordvinoff 
severély and stoning the police. The czar was 
deeply pained on hearing the news.

Several buildings were 4: and 
THE RUSH FOR HIGHER GROUND. 
Boats Taking People and Live Stock from 
the River’s Banks. 

New Orieans, April 4.—A special from 
Arkansas City, received at a late hour last 


by | night, says: Another wind and rain storm 


raged here last night. The rain poured down 
all night. About 1 o’clock several strong 
blasts of wind in rapid succession severely 
tested the strength of every house in town and 
brought their occupants out of their beds. For 
several minutes it looked as though the town 
would be blown away. The terrors of the storm 
in a town covered by water to the depth of eight 
to twelve feet, can be hardly imagined. The 
Catholic church, an elegant little structure, 
was blown from its foundation and considera- 
bly damaged. The building was flooded to 
the depth of eight feet, and all furniture and 
fixtures damaged. A negro church was also 


damaged. Three or four residences were 
treated likewise. 

The damage will aggregate $2,000. This 
morning dawned bright and clear. The river 
has been falling all day after a rise of one foot 
last night on account of the rain, and the 
gange thiwmorning registered 48.4 feet. ~ 

The backwater is falling again, and if it 
should continue to fall a few days the out- 
skirts of the overflowed districts along Crooked 
bayou will be sufficiently relieved for the 
planters to resume operations. 

THE RELIEF BOATS.

LEFT THE TRACK. 


A Fast Express Train Meets

Sr. Lours, April 4.—About 6:30 o’clock this 
morning, as an incoming fast express train on 
the Wabash road was rounding a curve, two 
miles from St. Charles, Mo., the rails spread 
and five of the six cars constituting the train, 
left the track and pitched partly down an em- 
bankment.

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Savannan, Ga., April 4.—[Special.}—Rob 
ert Gillison was shot at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning by Andrew Baker, six and a half 
miles out of the city, and he died at the Geor- 
gia infirmary this morning. 


Baker escaped. 
Gilison was fifty years old and Baker is 


twenty-fonr years old. Both were negroes. 

They worked on Mr. Ben Wells’s farm, on 
the White Bluff road. Wednesday night Gil- 
jison complained that Baker was swearing too 
much, and was too obscene to stay in the form- 
er’s house. Yesterday morning he said: 

“Baker, you can’t stay in my house any 
longer—you swear too much.” 

THE FATAL ENCOUNTER. 

Then they had a quarrel. After going out 
to the field to work it was resumed, and Gilli- 
pon told Baker that he would have to find an- 
pther place to sleep, Baker wasplowing. He 
stopped his mule, drew a revolver, walked up 
to Gillison, who was not twenty feet away, 
and fired three shots at him. Onestrack him in 
the left leg, thesecond in the left arm, and the 
third in the stomach. At the third shot, Gilli- 
son fell tothe ground, crying: ‘‘Lord have 
mercy on mec; I’m killed.” 

THE MURDERER ESCAPES.

“What did you do that for?’’ George asked. 

Baker turned and glared at George, and the 
former made a threatening metion as though 
he would as soon shoot some one else.

Wells was getting close to him, so the negro 
droped the plow handles, jumped over the 
fence and disappeared in the bushes. 

That is the last that has been seen of him. 

THE OLD MAN’S DEATH. 

Gillison was brought into the city, and was 
attended at the Geergia infirmary by Dr. 
Weichselbaum. The old man lived until 4 
o'clock this morning. 

Last night Mr. Wells and his overseer, Mr. 
Ashmore, searched the farm, and watched the 
houses to see if Baker would return, but he 
did not. This morning Captain W. D. Dixon, 

the coroner, visited the farm and took George’s 
statement, and this afternoon he will hold an 
inquest at the Georgia infirmary. The negroes 
on the farm know nothing of the previous lives 
of either Gillison or his murder.

Georgia has a right to ask, and demanded clear 


and candid replies. In response you have pub- 
lished an intricate and lengthy network of eva- 
-sons, how vitally vulnerable only those, who have 


studied this question, understand. It is to the 
farmer, and that cless of our citizens who have 
not given this subject the consideration, which its 
importance demands that I appeal for a careful 
comparison of these questions and answers, and it 
is for their benefit that I make the following ex- 
planatory notes on your answers. 

Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5,are simply evasions couched in 
every brave language, one to divert attention 
from the questions at issue, by insinuating an at- 
tack from me on the “efficiency” of your son, the 
“rugged honesty” of one, whe is connected with 
youby marriage, and the “eompetency” and faith- 
fulness of the other inspectors. If 
figures did not approximate the 
amounts, if your family and connections have not 
absorbed about $100,000, why not give the correct 
amount, greater or less? 

6. One in your position ought to know that the 
political signification of nepotism is broader than 
the dictionary definition. 

7. My interpretation of this enigmatical answer, 
reduced to plain language, is: ‘I will continue 
appointments on the present plan.” 

8. If the work in the office has ‘“‘steadily in- 
creased,” and yet you have “greatly reduced the 
clerical force,” I quote your words, it follows 
that before such reduction you must have _ 
clerks employed not ‘‘deianded by the exigiencies 
of the public service,” and the force of my qués- 
tion is sustained. by your own testimony.

Tais $1,800 may be “insignifi- 
Cant” as you state, but when it goesto swell the 
salaries_of men already overpaid, it is an unneces- 
sary expenditure and the overburdened taxpayers 
will so regard it.

THE GREENVILLE MEETING. 
The Macon People Tell Their Side of the 


Stery. 

Macon, Ga., April 4.—[Special.}—The 
special in THe CONSTITUTION today from 
Greenville, in reference to the Macon and Bir- 
mingham railroad, was in the nature of a sur- 
prise to the Macon and Birmingham officials. 
The road says if the Greenville people carry 
the matter into the courts, it will defend itself 


by every legal means in its power. The man- 
agement says it is under. .contract 
to finish the road to LaG by 
June ist, and the commissioners will be severe 
to contractors and to the road, if the contract 
isnot fulfilled. A delay of several weeks 
would be fatal. __ 

The Macon and Birmingham officials have 
met the Greenville people in a conservative 
spirit, and would have accepted the.route sur- 
veyed by Greenville if it had not been longer 
and of steeper grade, and more expensive than 
the road’s survey. sr 

When the committe visited Macon some 
time ago they were accompanied to the Macon 
and Birmingham officials by Captain R. E. 
Park, of Macon, who bears President ane 
out in the statement that the road was willing 
to do everything reasonable in its power to ac- 
commodate the Greenville people. In sub- 
stantiation of this, the following interesting 
correspondence is published : 

MACON, Ga., March 19th, 1889.—Captain R. E. 
Park, Macon, Ga.—DearBir: I agreed with the 
Greenville committee as follows: 

( If they could have a line surveyed, passing 
within one mile of.Greenville, that would not in- 
crease the distance of our present lime, nor in- 
crease its cost, that we would build upon it, pro- 
vided they had Cowan or some other first-class 
engineer to make the survey and would submit 
profiles at once; that we did not consider Tut- 
wilder a first-class engineer and objected to him 
atthe time. When asked if the road should cost 
a little . more than our present line, 
how much I would require Greenville to 
pay, I answered “we will charge them noth- 

g, but will pay the difference in cost, even if it 
amounts to $5,000."" You will also remember that 
Mr. Warner Hill drew a map showing that our 
line curved at a point opposite Greenville, and 
that straightening the curve shortened the dis- 
tance, and, as he stated, in no way lengthened it; 
also that the gentlemen agreed, that the fight 
would be discontinued if they did not find sucha 
line as the above. Is this not your recollection of 
the contract?

Hons. L. E. Bleckley, Chief Justice, and 
M.H. Blandford and T. J. Simmons, Asso- 
ciate Justices—Reported by Peeples and 
Stevens, Reporters of the Court. 


Wrought Iron Range company et al. vs. John- 
son, ordinary, etal. Refusal injunction. Li- 
cense. Peddlers. Constitutional law. Prac- 
tice. Bill of exceptions. Before Judge 
Maddox. Floyd county. 
Bleckley, C. J.—1. Only the person who 

tinerates for trading purposes is a peddler. His 

ymployer, though owning the goods, team and 
rehicle, is not required to obtain a license, nor 
jubject to any penalty or forfeiture for failing 

to do 80. 

2. One whose vocation is to go from place to 

lace with a sample stove carried upon a 
agon, exhibit the sample and procure orders, 

which his employer afterwards fills by deliv- 
bring through other agents the stoves 80 or- 
feeed: is a peddler within the meaning of the 
code of Georgia. But, though a peddler, if he 
is a citizen and resident of Virginia, and the 
orders he solicits and procures are for stoves 
belonging to a Missouri corporation, which 
the latter holds in Missouri and keeps there 
until they are thus ordered, he is protected by 
the constitution of the United States, as lately 
tonstrued by the supreme court against the pro- 
vision of the code requiring a license te peddle 
and declaring a forfeiture for not procuring 
such license. 

3. The parts of the record specified in the 
bill of exceptions being as follows: ‘The pe- 
tition and exhibit thereto attached marked A, 
and the answer of the defendants:’’ Held, 
that the writ of error covers nothing else, -and 
that an aflidavit verifying the petition, an 
acknowledgment of service on the petition, an 
order of the judge appointing a time and place 
tor hearing the application for injunction, and 
a final order denying the injunction, are ‘not 
Included in the specification,and that the clerk 
had no warrant or authority forincoporating 
these things in his certified transcript, These 
superfluous mattérs are wholly immaterial to 
the errors assigned, and this court has no use 
for them.

GOOD FRIDAY. 


@bservance of the Day in the Various 
Churches of the City. 

Yesterday was-Good Friday. 

Appropriate services were held in the 
Episcopal, Catholic and Lutheran churches, 
Bitended by large congregations. 

At St. Luke’s. 

St. Luke’s cathedral presented a funeral ap- 
pearance yesterday. The stained glass win- 
dows were dimmed with curtains, and the 
gitar railing was draped in black cloth. The 
altar cross was covered with crape and the 
frontal bore the initials of Pilate’s inscription, 
“TN. R. L.”’ in white on a black ground. 

One of the largest congregations ever seen in 
St. Luke’s assembled at the mid-day service. 
After all the pews had been filled the ushers 
‘brought in chairs from the Sunday school 
rooms and seated many on the chancel steps. 
The service commenced with “The Ke- 
proaches,’’ clranted by the choir, vested in cas- 


*gocks only, the solos sung by Messrs. Fremont 


and Gates. Its weird, sad strains were succeed- 
ed by the Antiphon, ‘‘We Venerate Thy 
Cross O Lord,’’ followed by the Psalm, ‘‘God 
be Merciful Unto Us and Bless Us.’’ The con 


‘cluding feature was a very sweet quartette, 


which was sung as a chorus: 
‘Faithful Cross above all other, 
One and only noble tree.’’ 
This ended ‘‘The Reproaches,’’ which were 
sung with very fine effect and 
received. much praise from good musical 
judges. 

The ante-ecommunion service was read by 
Dean Barret, the responses to the command- 
ments betng chanted by the choir. The hymn 

- (No. 89) ‘Jesus Our Lord is Crucified,’’ was 
sung. Bishop Beckwith then from the pulpit 
gave a description of the event immediately 
preceding the crucifixion of our Lord and of 
‘that great event itself. During the hour oc- 
cupied by the narrative, he held entranced the 
-closest attention of that great audience. From 
the standpoint of a traveler, the bishop de- 
«scribed with much clearness the location of the 
various places—the theater, as it were— 
of the sacred drama, in and around 
the holy city. He showed how those 
.who had participated in the travesty of justice 
#uffered—Pilate becoming an outcast and 
suicide in the mountains of Gaul—and the 
Jews of that day being the sufferers under the 
invasion of Titus when Jerusalem was de- 
stroyed by fire and the crosses of the Jewish 
inhabitants (who had invoked on their own 
heads the blood of Christ) were so thickly 
planted as to touch each other. The lecture 
concluded the series of three given by Bishop 
Beckwith during Holy week. 
* For the offertorium, Professor Toy, the 
choirmaster of St. Luke’s, sang a very touch- 
ing adaptation in English of the old Latin 
hymn, ‘“‘Stabat Mater,’’ and sang it with tune- 
fulness and expression. 

The concluding hymn was that old favorite, 
*‘T wouid not live always,”’ and it never sound- 
ed sweeter than it did on this occasion. It 

‘seemed as if everybody sang, and such a vol- 
mme of sound as came from nearly eight hun- 
-@red voices was something very impressive. 

Then the bishop pronounced the benedic- 
tion and the service ended,

at 7:30 this morning.

“At St. Philip’s church the chancel was 
e@raped in black and the ceremony was per- 
formed by Rev. Mr. Funsten, rector of that

No Fun in It. 

The female suffrage business in Kansas is 
not working satisfactorily. 

At Salina, the other day, the women put 
up a lady candidate for the school board. 
This made the men wrathy and they nomi- 
nated a negro woman, black as the ace of 
spades, on the opposition ticket, and elected 
her. Of course it was a disappointment to 
the female voters to be beaten, and they felt 
it an insult that they should be defeated by 
a black woman. 

Female suffrage may be a very bad thing, 
but law is law and should be respected. It 
was the duty of the men of Salina, who were 
opposed towomen in politics, to nominate 
their best man and do their best to elect him. 
When they went to work to humiliate the 
women of their town by putting a negro 
woman on the school board they acted in a 
mean spirit of revenge. Their alleged joke 
had no fun in it, and may yet cause trouble. 


A Wholesome Lesson. 

The unexpected disclosures made at the 
Flack trial, which brought so many New 
York officials into unenviable prominence, 
are likely to bring about a much-needed re- 
form in the administration of public affairs. 
These disclosures still furnish the metropol- 
itan press with texts for wholesome sermons, 
and they are preaching plainly and to the 


* point. 


The Flack investigation was the very best 
thing that could have happened, if, indeed, 
it shall bring about a political reformation in 
New York, and it seems very evident that a 
reformation is at hand. One step—and a 
most important one—in this direction, is-the 
action of the grand jury in recommending 
that the legislature amend the criminal laws 
so as tomake it a felony for any official to 
accept money outside of his salary and legal 
fees. The passage of such a law by the leg- 
islature will be a check to the boodler in the 
future, and will have a good effect generally. 

But what great capital the republican news- 
papers are making out of the discoveries 
which have been made! The matter is kept 
standing in their offices, and is run in like 
an advertisement from day to day, and no 
adjectives are too strong for them in writing 
np the unfortunates. But the republican 
party, so corrupt itself, so systematically 
given over to profit and to spoils, must needs 
seize upon these defects in the democratic 
ranks and make the most of them, in order 
to divert public attention from its own short- 
comings. , 

The republicans would do well to follow

Asarulea man’s mistakes in 
other vocations are readily forgiven and for- 
gotton; he may predict a rise in stocks, and 
when they tumble no man points the finger 
of ridicule at him, or abuses him in the news- 
papers; he may even predict the end of the 
world at a certain time, and people pay little 
attention to him and are as good friends 
with him when the world goes spinning past 
his dates for its destruction as they were be- 
fore. But when he strikes the weather he 
must prepare for martyrdom. 

People are sensitive about the weather.

There is in Atlanta today a young man 
who could, if he would, rise to eminence in 
the weather department of the world; who 
has never made a failure in forecasting a cy- 
clone, and who can tell the weather from 
afar off. But this disposition to mock at 
the law and the prophets has deterred him 
from entering into competition with such 
distinguished men as E. Stone Wiggins and 
Rev. Irl Hicks, and he continually hides his 
light under a bushel. 

The profession of the weather prophet is 
an honorable one. Why should the world 
make martyrs of its votaries?

stipend, and, sending one boy for a good cigar, 
and another to see that no dun haunted the front 
doorstep, the most popular author in the world 
stepped out upon the pavement and vanished for 
another week into some region where creditors, 
who vex the lives of Bohemians, could never dis- 
cover him.”

Erwin, Howell Cobb and others, 
Athens, Ga.—Gentiemen: Yours of the 19th in- 
stant, making inquiry as to whether or not I would 
stand for re-election to congress at the approach- 
ing fall election, is duly to hand. 

r have received quite a number of letters from 
my friends throughout the district making similar 
inquiry, and urging me to make the race again, 
with assurances of their most earnest and enthu- 
siastic support. 

Assuming, and, indeed, requesting, that you 
will make public this letter, I trust it will serve as 
an answer to all of my friends. As tothis matter 
my mind was made up some time since, but for 
fear of appearing een Eee and 
with that pain and reluctance which, as an appre- 
ciative man, I must certainly feel in severing my 
representative connection with a constituency 
I so highly esteem, and who have _ 50 
greacly henoreg me, I naturally postponed, until 

. this hour, makfhg any formal announcement that 
I would not be a candidate for re-election. Re- 
calling the many pleasing incidents and associa- 
tions of my canvass amongst the people of my 
district, and the complimentary success awarded 
me at their hands, I can assure you that nothing 
save a profound sense of duty could induce me to 
a willing surrender of those relations which I 
shall ever cherish with the highest sense of appre- 
ciation.

He Says That He Issued Them to Mr, 
Richards and That They Were Trans- 
ferred—Mr. Redwine Has a Word. 


The Tolleson case took a sensational turn 
yesterday morning, spoiling a sensational 
chapter which was to have been written ig 
Judge Clarke’s chambers today.

A few days ago THE CONSTITUTION advised 
the world that N. J. & T. A. Hammond, ag 
attorneys. forthe Citizens’ National bank 
Louisville, had filed a suit yoy J. H. & A, 
L. James, Atlanta bankers, for $16,000 of theig 
money which the Mercantile Banking coms 

y, J. R. Tolleson, president, was said te 
ave passed into the James bank vault. 

That suit led to a conference between thg 
Messrs. Hammond, attorneys, and the Messrs, 
James, bankers. : 

It appears that during the existence of the 
Mercantfle Banking company, the Citizen’g 
Nationa! bank, of uisville, indorsed to 
Atlanta house checks, or some sort of banki 

per, amounting to about $16,000 

his paper owas handled by Mp, 
Tolleson’s bank during the days tha 
he and Mr, James were associating commen 
cially, and upon the latter’s books the former 
seems to have been credited with it. Then 
the books, too, show that the Mercantile Banks 
ing company macnenges up with the amount, 
and by the figures at the foot of the ledger the 
debit and credit columns were alike. 

But in making the debit side of the ledger ig 
appears that Mr. James’s bookkeeper entered 
$6,500 of certificates of deposit. - 

These certificates are now the bone of cons 
tention. 

Before the Messrs. Hammond brought their 
suit against the Messrs. James they secuted 
enough information, so they believed, tofnduce 
the impression that the certificates for that 
$6,500 were still in existence, and that they 
represented a part of their client’s money, 
Then, by a series of secret workings that 
would have done credit to one of Pinkerton’s 
best men, found that the amounts contained 
in a bank deposit slip of the Mercan 
tile Banking company corresponded with the 
amounts in certain papers issued by his client 
and transmitted to the Mercantile Banki 
company. This ascertained the attorneys 
clear sailing and in their court papers Hon. 
N. J. Hammond made an affidavit settin 
forth this belief. This produced a confere 
with Mr. John H. James in which Mr. Ham- 
mond’s suspicions or rather knowledge was 
confined and the bill was confirmed. 

In the amended bill names in the papers, 
both payer and payee were given except as to 
two amounts. 

Mr. James, in his conference with Mr. Hams 
mond, admitted that he was then the cus- 
todian of about $6,100 of money belonging to 
Mr. Tolleson, or the Mercantile ing come 
pany, and the story he told to Judge Ham- 

~mond he will tell when the court asks it.

“At the time Mr. Tolleson failed he wag 
overdrawn in my bank just two dollars, and ir 
yet overdrawn just that amount.

must remain in the bank until these matterg 
were settled. I meant by that until the 
checks he had then deposited—it was mostly im 
checks—and until a large amount of notes fos 
which his banking company was ind 
were paid.

That transaction 
was late in the afternoon, near my closing time

‘‘As to the Citizen’s National bank of Louis» 
ville, | want to sav that I don’t owe them any< 
thing. I have not had a transaction of any 
kind with them. They sent their 
business to Mr. Tolleson for credit 
and not collections, as they claim. The Citi- 
zen’s bank kept up a reciprocal account with 
them for nearly a month, and when the Mer- 
cantile Banking company failed the Louisville 
bank was left behind about $12,000 or $14,000. 
The Citizen’s Nationa] bank suedjme in the 
city court, and in calling on me for the paperd 
in that case, Judge Hammond got this in- 
formation about those certificates, and the case 
will be tried in a few days. 

“If on the. 28th of January, 1889, when I 
was examined in the city court about Mr.

Becret’”’ combination served to diversify the

“Wake and back again. 

It wasn’t a slow race, either. 

Mr. Hanlan acted as jucgo, starter, referee 
sid time-keeper, while the little steamer with 
apair of cccupants was supposed to represent 
gline of excursion boats crowded with jolly 
people, and with two or three dozen bands of 
music abcard. 

This was te be imagined--including the cos- 
fumes of the three local champions. Barring 
the absence of hats the trio were adorned in 
regular swell fashion, with sign-board collars,

The local champions were not familiar with 
the ways of racing sculls, and under the cir- 
sumstances were not anxious to be initiated.

Resolved, That no further efforts be prosecuted 
by the prohibitionists of this county for the order- 
ing of a local option election in Fulton connty 
during the current year ;
